I thall briefly enquire, how they did fo, 
and why? : 

Firjt, Che preffing or forcing Men to go 
by Parifh-Officers and Juftices, bas been 
found fudjett to great Partialities, Perfonal 
Injuries, gratifying private Piques, and in 
general, oppreffive 5 particularly I cannot 
but note one Thing, which has been fome 
very great Obftruétion to the raifing Men 
by Parifh-Officers, vize That where in a 
Town perhaps there is ¢ Man, two or three, 
more or lefs, the Man is fit forthe Service, 
the Town not only can fpare him, but wifh 
to be rid of him; perhaps the Neighbours 
are none cf the fafeft in his ftaying at home. 
But this Fellow,a loitering, a pilfering, and 
a vicious Fellow, yet hasa Wife anda Child, 
_or a Wife and Children, who, if he is prefs'd, 
are likely to lie upon the Parifh, and tho’ 
they live but poorly, yet they make the 
idie Rogue juft keep them— If ye exped, 
- Gentlemen, the Church-Wardens wil) take 
this Man away, you are miftaken, but he 
thall be proteéted by the Parifh purely to 
keep off the Charge 5 when an honef, in- 
duftrious F:low fhall be fnatch’d out of the 
Arms ot his Vife and: Childres, whom he 
labourshard to maiatain, only becattfe they 
have f. me Friends, of fome Way of getting 
Bread, fo as juft to keep them from the 
Parifh. : 

In this Cafe I prefume, had any Con- 
fiderathn to tie Parifhes, inorder to defray 
fuch a Charge, or to help defray it, been 
order’din the Room of 205. Gratuity to a 
Conftable, and 4 7. to a Suldier—The Off- 
cers could, whenever they had pleas’d, pro- 
duc’d the Men, which otherwile willnever 
be done that way; 

Secondly, 1t might be fugge fted alfo, that 
a Claufe in the late Aéts, exempting fuch as 
had Votes in Ele&ting a Member of Parlia- 
ment, and that none of thefe fhatl he oblig’d 
toferve, hos been a great Ground of Dr fci- 
ency as Well a: Partiality; whereas in many 
Corporations where they ch -ofe bytheCom- 
monalry, fime by Pot-Walleaers, as they call 
"em, and others the whole Freemen 3: others 
againallthe Inhabitants, Alms-Menexcepted 5

Thoufands claim Liberty from the Service, 
thac are otherwife noc only as well qualify’a 
to go abroad as but indeed are hard- 
ly quality’a to stay at home amotg orhers: 
FREEHOLDERS of Land indeed claim an 
Authoritative Ex-mption, but if at} Freee 
men of Corpora:icns, amd Inhabitants of 
Burroughs, becaule they have a Vote in 
Eleétions, muft be exempted, you may keep 
at home worfe than you fend abroad, and 
tye up your own Hands frum the neceffary. 
Supply of Men, you fo much waar. 

Thirdy, Tie Offering aRewa:dof4ha 
Man, acd a Limiration to ferre but three 
Yezrs, Gs. has becn found deficient, and 
perbaps this may have beea fem the Great- 
nefs of the Reward-ic (elf, which either has 


not been duly paid the Men, of which, if . 


Ccmplaint be made, no doubz fome Pu- 
nifhments may be found due ; or-has been 
the Occafion of a greater Defertion of Men 
than ever 5 the Covetouinefs of the Age 
prompting Men to rifque their Lives by 
runing from Piace to Place, lifting and de- 
ferting, and lifting and deferting meesly 
for the Sake of the Money ; an Example of 
which was notorieus in a Soldier thot to 
Dezth a few Wecks ago in Hide. Park, 

Since thea all chefe Methuds have prov’d 
ine ffe@ual, and Men muft be rais’d, the new 
Proje@ is to raife them by the Parifhes of 
Britain the Bill depending fays, by giving 
Encouragement to the Parifhes to raife 
them, but the Objeétors call it laying-a 
Tax of Mea upon the Parithes obliging 
them to produce the Men This, fay 
they, is an-Infringement of the Liberty of 
the Subj-@, which we ought to bz very 
chary in preferving, and leaving the Sub- 
jets Liberty at the Mercy, or at the Dit 
cretion of the Parith-Officers, €&c. 

I cannot think, but thofe Gen 
that talk fo much of the Difficuity orate 
thefe Recruits, do it more to weaken a 
Caule, than from.any Belief that we are un- 
der a real Want of Men in this Nation 
for recruiting the {mall Number of Britifh 
Forces we have in the Field. 

No doubt but it would be a very great 
Encouragement to our Enemies,. if they 
could hear, that there was no new Way 
found out in Exgland.to raife Men, and that 
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not to make fuch a Thing very valu- 
- To examine therefore this Cafe; Fir/t, 


it feems a very unhappy Objeétion, that 
the Liberty of the Subjeét fhould be oppos’d 


-  againft rhe Subje& fighting to preferve that 


Liberty — It is for the Liberty of Eu- 
rope, and under chat General, for the Li- 
bercy of Britain in particular, that this 
War is carry’d on~—If none muft be oblig’d 


- to defend this Liberty, but fuch as pleafe 


voluntarily to ferve for Pay, it may come 


to fuch a Pafs, that no Body will go, and fo 


our Liberty fhall be loft. 
Tnall Cafes of Neceffity, fome Things are 


- to be difpens’d with, which at other times 


would not be lawful; fuch is blowing up 
Houfes in Cafes of Fire, raifing the Pofe 
Comitatus in Cafe of an Invafion, in which 
all People from 16 to 60 are oblig’d.to take 
Arms to defend, &c. Now the Queftion is, 
how far this Cale is proportion’d te fuch a 
Neceffity? ——~And fo far Intrenchments 
wpon the [:habitants are not Invafions of 
Liberty atall, provided they are not extend- 
ed to prattife, when there may not be the 
fame Neceffity. 

Again, Invafion of Liberty feems to be 
here pri fcrib’d, not to the Degree of Ne- 
ceffity, but to the Right judging ——. If 
the Prince, or the General, or even the Ma- 
giftrates make themfelves Judges of this 
Neceffity, it is Hegaland Oppreffive. This 
was the Cafe of the SHIP-MONEY, con- 
demn’d by Partiament, and by all the great 
Lawyers of the Nation; the Pretence was, 
in C1fe of neceffery Defence. Now the Ob- 
je@ion was not, whether there was a Ne- 
ceflity or no, but whether the King was 
Judge of that Neceffity, and had Authori- 
ty todetermine it, and co levy the Money 
without the Confent of she People? 

Here all thefe Difputes are taken away. 
The People are the Judges of their own 
Necefity, and determine in Parliament, 
that fuch or fuch of their own Body fhall 
upon fuch and fuch Boccuragements be ob- 
lig’d to take Arms to defend che ref, and 
as nothing can be more equal than the 


Freeholders; 
all other Right, all Tenure of Land, all 
Grants, Charters and Privileges, whether 


Supream or Subordinate, are fubltituted by,. 


and confequently fubje&ed to this Right 5 
all Corporation-Rigkt is the Grant of the 


Freeholders, and confequently all others—- 


The abfolute Dominion then over all the 
other Inhabitants refts in the Freeholders, 
and what they ordain asa Law, the other 
like Tenants at Will, ought to fubmit to, or 
remove from the Places for the other have 
the whole Right to the Nation, and thefe 
cannot fet their Foot but on the Property 
of the former 3 he that will claim to live in 
my Houfe fhall live thereon my Terms, or 
not live there at all, and ’tisno Oppreffion 
for me to turn him ont, if he eithet Will rot. 
agree to my Conditions, or perform them 
when agreed to.

ditions the Inhabirants can be requir'd to 


contribute, to the Affiftance of their Lords. 


the Freebolders, ‘in Cafes of need and on 
this Foot it can be no Opprefhion, if the 
Freebolders were driven to cb at. Exigence, 
that they commanded all the Men in the 


Nation to Arms for the Defence of the 


whole, except shemfelves, and did sot fuffer 
one of their own Body to ftir a Foot. 


He that had but 405. a Year, Terra firma, 
has a Right to ftay at home, and reprefen- 
tatively ebnjider’d, Cocommand hin that has 
10006 J. a Year in Tenements, Leaits, 
Copyholds, Fen-Rents, Interest on Bonds, 
Sc. totake a Mafquet and fght- Hr bin, 
or to remove out of the Kingdom. 
While this Fundamental is maintain’d, as 
I am fire it muft be, while Parliamentary 
Authority is maintain’d , the raifing Men 
by Appointment of the Parifhés authori2’d 
by Parliament can be no Invafion upon the 
Subjeéts Liberty, any more than the raifing 
Money in thefame Maoner is an Invafion. 
of Property; for Liberty ox one band, and 
Property om the other, are the two Sacred 
Things in England, which cannot be sara 
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Britih, Privileges. Rare
